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TAMING UNRULY BULLS. 


Two Methods of Repressing Their 


Superabundant Energy, 
We suppose every’ one has a recipe 
for the treatment of these very trou- 
blesome fellows, but it will do no hurt 
to say something from our standpoint, 
says Hoard’s Dairyman. 

In the first place, bulls get unruly 
largely because of the superabundant 
energy that is wrapped up in them, 
They ought to be made to work every 


day on a tread power or in some other 


way and get real tired. That will do 
more to repress their “masculine rage” 
than anything we know of.

Dangers In Foot Wounds, 

Cleanliness is the keynote to success- 
ful treatment of any wound of @ 
horse's body, but especially of the foot, 
writes L. M. Hurt in Country Gentle- 
man. After it bas been opened and 
explored absolute cleanliness is requir 
ed until healing has progressed to the 
point where the animal may be shod. 
This is accomplished by tbe applica- 
tion of antiseptic paeks to the foot, 
held in place by bandages and covered 
with duck or sacking to protect from 
wear, The whole dressing should be 
kept wet with antiseptic for several 
days, a 1 to 500 solution of corrosive 
sublimate or a 2 per cent solution of 
a coal-tar disinfectant or tysol being 
splendid agents to use. The bedding 
should be Kept as clean as possible. 
The frequency with which the dress- 
ing must be changed depends upon the 
wound. 

When the wound is entirely clean 
and ready to be covered with bora 
put the pack upon the foot dry over 
night and in the morning place a dry 
dressing of boric acid or jodoform upon 
the wound, covering with bandages 
and protective wrappings as before. 
In two or three days, if no more. pus 
appears to soll the cotton over the 
wound, it may be regarded as safe to 
shoe the animal, using a protective 
pad of leather or tin. Do not, how- 
ever, take any chances with foot 
wounds. If at any time the patient 
shows extreme pain, uneasiness and 
fever, loss of appetite, ete, remove 
the Aressing and thoroughly cleanse 
and’ redress the wound. Sometimes 
only a very small amount of pus will 
be found, but this, being unable to es 
cape, commences the deadly blood pol- 
soning. - 


The Cost of Silos. . 

As compured with its producing val- 
ue the cost of constructing the silo is 
small. Round wooden silos cost from 
$1.50 to $3 per ton of capacity; those 
of stone, brick or cement from $2 to

The ‘Emotional Drama of the Sale of 
a Bunch of Carrcts. . 


In Finland. the people still, cling to 
8 me of the old customs—the old’mar- 
ket days, for instance, and the mar- 
ket places, such as were familiar to 
English. life a hundred years ago.

JANITORS IN VIENNA, 


+ Are Paul Prys, Tax 
Collectors and Jailets. . 

The Viennese who doesnot wish to 
be out of pocket must keep’ early 
houts.* After ten o'clock at night he 
ia taxed on entering his own house 
or apartment. The “sperregeld” or 
door opening tax is not peculiat to 
Vienna, -but_is also found in: other 
Sapitals 6f Hurope: 

he 2,000,000 residents of the Aus- 
trian capital are practically imprison- 
ed in their own homes from ten o’elock 
in the evening until six the next 


morning: They may go in or out only |’ 


by paying the equivalent of four cents 
to the janitor or, as the Austrians call 
him, the house master. 

Now, Vienna is built on the flat or 
apartment house plan. Rich men and 
working people alike live in quarters 
of this kind. The houses are large, 
having five or six floors, usually with 
four flats on a floor, so that not in- 
frequently there will be upward of 100 

rsons living under one roof. There 
fe common entrance’ from the street, 
and after ten o'clock at night this 
decor is bolted and barred. 

This tax must be met every time one 
passes through the doorway. There is 
no exception to this rule. A man who 
has dine with a friend must, if he 
stays late, pay fqur cents to get out 
of his friend’s house and four cents 
more to get into his own. A telegram | 
ih the night calls for the payment of 
the tax before the messenger can en- 


r. 

It is the function of the house mas- 
ter to keep duplicate copies of forms, 
on which every individual in the 
house must report to the police his 
age, birthplace and religion, his exact 
occupation and other personal details | 
that the Austrian authorities insist on 
knowing. Nor does the ;>wer of the 
Viennese janitor end here. From the 
little lookout that he occupies at the 
foot of the stairs he sees every one 
that goes in or out.

LIBERTY BELL A FAKE 


Did Not Ring Out Independence, Says 
Historian 

Joseph Jackson, Philadelphia histor- 
ian, comes forward with a statement 
that the old cracked: bell’ which 1s 
treasured as an historic relic in Inde- 
pendence Hall was not used in pro- 
claiming Mberty throughout the land. 
Jackson declares that the thousands 
who came .yearly to Independence 
Hall to view the old alleged mouth- 
piece of newly-born liberty were im- 
posed on. . Mr. Jackson then takes up 
the alleged ringing of the bell and the 
claim that {t proclaimed liberty on 
July 4, 1776. So far as he has been 
able td discover after years of re- 
search, this misleading statement is 
directly traceable to “Watson's Anifals 
of Philadelphia,” which was published 
in 1830. Prior to the publication of 
that work the bell was known as the 
State house bell and not Liberty bell, 
and nothing had been said about its 


use in proclaiming independence. Even | j 


fs late as 1830 it was known aa the 
State House bell even after that bulld- 
ing had ceased to be the assembly and 
title had passed to Philadelphia.
